Washington, April 29.—General Otis ,- 


cables the conference "with the Filipinos 
terminated this morning. They wanted 
three weeks to allow their congress to 
decide whether hostilities should cease. 
The proposition war, declined. The rep- 
resentatives retired to the insurgent 
lines. General Otis says the insurgents 
are tired of fighting and are no doubt 
seeking the b<;st terras. In another 
cable General Otis thanks tha president 
for his appreciation of the work of the 
array in the Philippines, It is state3 at 
the war department that the insurgent 
leaders will probably confer, seek an- 
other conference with General Otis, 
who will, no doubt, grant general 
amnesty. 


May Be Sparring 


Manila, April 29.—Envoys from Gen- 


eral Luna were hospitably treated by 
General Otis. They were given a house 
and a guard and permitted to visit 
friends here. The envoys this morning 
saw an illustration of the'reserve of 
the Americans. A long train of wagons 
and pack mules were started for Law- 
ton's forces at Marunco. The confer- 
ence lasted three hours, Admiral D.ew;- 
cy and Presdent Schunna.nn dropping 
in. Manila is divided between two opin- 
ions. Some think the Filipinos desire 
peace, others that they are sparring 
tar time to rehabilitate the army. The 
latter opinion gains color from the fact 
that reinforcements have been sent 
south to oppose American lines 


Washington I» Pleased. 


Washington, April 29—The war de- 


partment 
officials 
are very much 


gratified with the tone of the reply of 
General Otis to the Filipino delega- 
tions. "It is considered as comporting 
with the dignity of the Unjted States. 
It would not be possible for,the United 
States to recognize the existence of the 
Filipino congress or the Filipino gov- 
ernment. It is bejieved when General 
Otis' reply is communicated to the Fili- 
pino commanders they will ask for 
another conference with the expecta- 
tion of arranging favprable terms of 
peace. It is said at tho war depart- 
ment that it IP not likely any further 
concessions than general amnesty will 
be made. Peace and freedom, it is 
believed, will appeal Tnore strongly to 
the Filipino army than any argument 
Aguinaldo and his officers may make. 
..Meanwhile it ;s the belief of the offi- 
cials at the war department, that if 
the Filipino Generals unduly protract 
the negotiations, wholesale desertions 
on the part of their m«n may be looked 
for. 


An Insurrection of Their Own. 


Col. Arguelcses is a lawyer. He knew 


General Otis before. He gave a splen- 
did illustration of! 'Malay subtlety at 
v;ords. He endeavored to commit tho 
American to great concessions and 
wanted terms guaranteed by treaty, 
lie revived the question of indepen- 
dence. 
General Otis firmly declared 


the recognition of the Filipino gov- 
ernment was impossible, and that a 
written guarantee of amnesty to all 
insurgents is the utmost that could be 
given. 
The colonel persistently de- 


clared the Filipinos must be permitted 
to retire with honor. The insurgents 
have an insurrection 
on 
their own 


hands. The Macabebea are tradi- 
tional foes of the Tagals. They are 
rising In the north, while the burden of 
a thousand hungry people multiplies 
the troubles of the Filipinos.

Luna la Not Official 


London, April 29.—Members of the 


Filipino junta here have made a state- 
ment to the Associated Press corres- 
pondent today that peace negotiations 
between the United States authorities 
at Manila and General Luna were un- 
official character. General Luna, the 
junta 
asserts, does not repress"*- 


Aguinaldo's government It is further 
asserted that secret negotiations be- 
tween Dean C. Worcester of the United 
States Philippines' commission and a 
representative of Aguinaidc- has hfwn 
in progress since before the attaeK on 
Malolos. Following are the conditions, 
it is alleged, that were proposed after 
the capture of Malolos: 


Alleged Secret Peace Condition* 


'The Americans were to isue a pro- 


clamation granting the Filipinos self 
government and political, civil and re- 
ligious rights similar to those enjoyed 
by the people of Canada; the Philip- 
pines were to have control of inter- 
national 
and 
mercantile 
relations; 


Americans and Filipinoes were to en- 
joy equal rights; the island of Manila 
was to remain in possession 
of the 


United States until congress should 
decide otherwise; the American flag 
was to fly over -the capitols of the 
islands and, in the most prominent 
positions, along with the Filipino flag, 
except at Manila where only the Amer- 
ican flag was to fly; all vessels were to 
fly the American flag with that of the 
Filipinos; the Roman Catholic clergy 
were to be under the same adminis- 
tration 
as in the United States; 


Spanish clerical direction and inter- 
vention was 
to be abolished; 
the 


statue quo of rural property belonging 
to the religious orders was to be main- 
tained, and that antebellum, hospitals 
and schools, formerly administered by 
the orders, should be handed over to 
the government, the orders to retain 
only their present town property, the 
secular clergy to retain their property." 


The junta 
asserts Aguinaldo, in 


view of these proposals, withdrew 
from Malolos, but General Otis pro- 
clamation after the occupation of Ma- 
lolos failed to grant self government 
on the proposed lines. This, it is fur- 
ther asserted, caused the hostilities 
following the capture of Malolos. 


Washington, April 29.—Mew» from 


General Otis, announcing that the Fili- 
pinos had taken what is regarded as the 
first step toward surrender, came just 
at the beginning of the official day here. 
There was a feeling of profound relief 
expressed at once on all sides, for dur- 
ing the last three days the offlcails have 
been much depressed by the reports that 
came froir: the front. 


The bulletin, dated at the cloee ol 


yesterday, from Manila, stating that the 
negotiations for peace had not been suc- 
cessful, but that another 
conferenca 


would occur today, did not have any 
substantial effect in repressing the ex- 
pressions of satisfaction. 
It is remem- 


bered oy me officials that General Toral 
at Santiago did not surrender at the 
first instance, and that several days 
were occupied in the negotiations which 
finally resulted in the capitulation. 


In some respects the situation at Cal- 


umpit bears a striking resemblance to 
that existing at Santiago just prior 
to the breakdown of the Spanish re* 
Bistance. 
The Spaniards were hungry 


and insufficiently supplied, just as are 
the insurgents in Luozn. They sought 
first to escape the humiliation of a sur- 
rei^der, to march out with the honors of 
war, to carry off arm*, but they were 
obliged to abandon all these points, just 
as the insurgents will be forced to do 
In a short time, according to the efpec- 
tatlons of the officials here. 


Secretary Alger was naturally highly 


gratified at the news. 
He approved 


thoroughly General Otis' reply to the 
native delegation, but he made it clear 
that there waa no disposition on hi* part 
to interfere with General Otis and the 
Philippine commission in making terms 
with the Filipinos to any greater degree 
than he had done in the conduct of the 
campaign. 
The secretary said that the 


commission had full power to arrange 
the terms of surrender.

States which would cj«eate unanimous 
satisfaction and joy in the German 
empire." 
He thanks the president 


most heartily. 
The-' -table will unite 


the two nations more closely, and help 
to promote peace and prosperity and 
good will among tke peoples. The 
president replied that it afforded him 
genuine satisfaction to give the con- 
sent, as he saw an opportunity to fur- 
ther the high mission of international 
telegraphy in drawing closer the dis- 
tant nations. It is his fervent wish 
that the new cable prove an additional 
bond to *"• two count!**.,

Their ad- 
vances for peace, however, proved fruit- 
less for the time being. Colonel Argue- 
lese and Lieutenant Bernal told General 
Otis that they were representatives of 
General Luna, who had been requested 
by Aguinaldo to ask General Otis for a 
cessation of hostilities in order to allow 
time for the summoning of the native 
congress, which body would decide 
whether the people wanted peace. Gen- 
eral Otis replied that he did not recog- 
nize the existence of a native govern- 
ment There will be another conference 
today. 


The insurgent officers walked down the 


railroad track to the Kansas regiment's 
outpost at 9 o'clock yesterday moiling. 
The Kansas captain In command thore 
escorted them to General Wheaton's 
headquarters, where they were provided 
with horses and sent to the headquarters' 
of General MacArthur. The latter in- 
vited the officers to sit down at lunch 
with him and conversed with them for 
some time. He refused, however, to 
speak authoritatively on the subject of 
their errand, referring all inquiries to 
General Otis. 


The natives were then escorted by 


Major MaHony of General Mac Arthur's 
staff to Maaila, reaching there at 3 
o'clock p. m. General Otis' aide, Lieu- 
tenant Sladwn. was awaiting their ar- 
rival at the Jepot with a c»rr!a^ e, in 
which they were driven to the palace 
entrance. The officers attracted much 
attention. Thev were dressed iin uni- 
forms of checked blue and white cloth, 
and wore strsw hats. They carried no 
side arms. Ttiey were escorted directly 
to the office 31'General Otis. Mfr. Schur- 
man, presfdo-at of the Philippine com- 
mission, and Mr. Denby, a member ot 
the commission, soon joined the party 
there. 


The news of the arrival of the insurgent 


officers undw a flag of truce spread 
through the city rapidly, and many of- 
ficers gravitated to the corridors of the 
palace, while a crowd of natives gath- 
ered in t*e square esi)>"site the palace. 
At 5 o'clock the two nr.tive officers, es- 
corted by Lieutenant S'aden ana Major 
Mallony, left the palate. They did not 
look at all elated as-* i esult of (heir talk 
with Genera Otis and the members of the 
Philippine commission. 


Aguinaldo is evidently s«lecfcing the 


army as a cloak for hli congress, hop- 
Ing by subterfuge to overcome General 
Otis' consistent policy of Ignoring the 
Filipino government. 
The Filipinos' 


argument Is that it Is impossible to ar- 
range an armlstict without the sanction 
•f the congress. General Otis puncture- 
thig assumption by remarking that It 
Aguinaldo could make war without th« 
congress, ht could atop it without refer- 
once to that body. 
There i* a suspicion that it was hoped 


by means of a confecone* to ascertain 
what term* they oould aspect. If tney 
•aw that anything l» to tot gained by 
continuing th« war an armistice would 
afford them an opportunity for iwoupcr- 
atlng their demorallxed forces.

grow by the finding of additional bodies 
and the death of the previously injured. 
The revised list shows the names of 52 
dead and 126 injured. A dozen of the 
injured's lives are despaired of. Scarce- 
ly a household in the devastated 
district but lost a member.

al whole families were wiped out. The 
total loss is estimated at 350,000, fall- 
ing1 heavily on small 
house-holders, 


who lost everything. At Newtown there 
are 11 dead and 32 inju?6d. Two or 
three will die.

A Filipino proclamation replying to th« 


proclamation of the Americans has ap- 
peared. The proclamation is signed by 
Madmi, for the president, and is dated 
at Caniasdro,-April 15. It is in the usual 
grandiose style and declares that Presi- 
dent McKinley issued the proclamation 
in order to force the American congress 
to ratify the cession of the islands under 
the treaty of Paris. 


"This contract of cession was made 


with the Spaniards after Spanish dom- 
ination had been ended by the valor of 
our troops," the proclamation assert*. 
The proclamation complains that the 
Filipinos were not represented at Paris 
during the negotiations of tne treaty, 
and that they are without assurances of 
the fulfilment of American promises. It 
dilates upon the alleged Anglo-Saxon 
hatred of blacks, and asserts a de»ire to 
enslave them. 


Deploring a lack of foreign aldThi 


prosecuting the war, the proclamation 
concludes: "We stand alone, but we 
will fight to the death. Coming genera- 
tions will priiy over our graves, shed- 
ding tears of gratitude for their free- 
dom."

Spaniards Think an Extended 
Military Occupation Is Needed.

Newspaper IB C»fc» S»y« tbe Span- 
iard! Favor AnBes»tlOB Rather 
Than Independence Now — Recon- 
struction and Credit Bxteatlon. 


Nicolas Rivera of Havana, director 


of the Diarift de la Marina, the oldest 
established newspaper in Cuba and the 
most influential journal circulating 
among tbe Spanish residents, expresses 
the opinion that American military oc- 
cupation of the island for a number of 
years to coma is necessary to secure 
protection for life and property. He 
says that as between the independence 
of the Cubana and annexation of tbe 
country to the United States the resi- 
dent Spanish would unanimously prefer 
annexation. 


"The Spanish element," said Mr. 


Rivera the other day, "consists of Span- 
iards who emigrated totuba from Spain 
and of the families they have here 
created. In numbers they amount to 
about 300,000, or one-third the total 
population of Cuba, which is today not 
more than 1,000,000. Their wealth 
amounts to more than two-thirds of the 
total wealth of tbe island, for almost 
all the commerce is in their bands, as 
well aa a large proportion of the manu- 
factures and much of the agriculture. 
Furthermore, the farms held by Cubans 
are almost every one mortgaged to 
Spaniards or otber foreigners. 


"Since the evacuation of the Span- 


iards our treatment in the larger towns 
has been bearable,.and for this we have 
to thank the presence of the American 
troops and authorities. But in the 
smaller villages of tbe interior, where 
the moral and material influence of the 
United States is not yet felt, we have 
been persecuted upon more than one 
occasion. The Spaniards in Cuba accept 
tbe proposed union between themselves 
and the Cubans, which, by the way, 
waa proposed by, the Spaniards before 
Gomez aver took the matter up, with 
the hope of forgetting past discords and 
of forwarding by this union the recon- 
struction of the island. But they do not 
accept this plan with the idea of effect- 
ing tho termination of the American 
military occupation of the island, and 
tliis simply because we know that with- 
out this military occupation of Cuba 
there would be protection from no one, 
and much less for Spaniards. 


"As for the ultimate establishment 


of a Cuban independent government, 
the Spaniards^wish this were possible; 
but, as a matter1 of fact, they fear it 
more than they desire it. The Spaniards 
in Cuba care more for the Cubans, who 
are their brothers, than they do for the 
Americans, who until yesterday were 
their enemies, and who have just van- 
quished them in tbe Antilles and in the 
Philippines. But the Cubans detest the 
Spaniards, while you Americans respect 
them. Consequently, as between Cuban 
independence and the annexation of 
this island to tbe United States, you 
would find every Spaniard in Cuba un- 
hesitatingly voting for annexation. I 
assure you that tbe majority of Span- 
iards in Cuba today would withdraw 
from the island as soon as the United 
States announced its intention of leav- 
ing Cuba free and independent. 


"I believe tbe most important thing 


for the American authorities in Cuba to 
do is to tranquillize the country so mo-n 
may return to work their farms. For 
this purpose the beat thing would be 
th< formation of a rural guard, com- 
posed of Cuban, Spanish and American 
soldiers, and officered in every case by 
Americans, a guard that would fill the 
place of the former Spanish guardia 
civil. Further than this tranquillity and 
peace in the country, the island needs 
credit, and to establish this the Amer- 
ican authorities at Washington should 
positively decline to extend the illegal 
decree of Weyler which prohibited and 
still prohibits creditors in Cuba from 
using the courts to settle their claims. 
As long as this decree exists neither 
foreign nor local capital can or will be 
nsed in the reconstruction of the coun- 
try. No man will loan money, no mat- 
ter how good tbe security, if the courts 
cannot be used to sustain his just claim 
in case of defaulted payment 


"Furthermore, to render confidence 


universal and tojjlift the country as rap- 
idly as possible from the prostrating ef- 
fects of three years of war, the United 
States should, inasmuch as it will not 
today state what is to be the ultimate 
and definite government of Cuba, de- 
clare that the study of Cuban men and 
Cuban affairs made by it-during these 
first three months of its military occu- 
pation of the island has convinced it that 
in order to fulfill its obligation to estab- 
lish in Cuba a firm and stable govern- 
ment an extended occupation is needed. 
Let it fix upon a determined cumber of 
years, be it 6, 10 or 30, and state that 
during these years tbe military occupa- 
tion will not cease; that daring this 
period the island shall be governed by 
provisional laws, which laws should im- 
mediately be formulated and put into 
execution in order to put an end to the 
present confusion existing in all branch- 
es of the public service, and especially 
in the courts of justice. 


"Such declaration and action would 


give us all confidence in the fnture. 
Capital—and there, is much of it in I 
Cuba—would come out of strong boxes' 
and find ready channels to business and 
agricultural improvement. Then this' 
island, instead of needing the charity of I 
tbe United States, as she does today, 
would soon return to be what she was 
under Spain—that is, an emporium of 
wealth, where fortunes were made rap- 
idly and where beggery was unknown."

Among them is a letter 
from Otis Robinson, in which he gives 
an account of his experience as a sharp- 
shooter and tells of the precautions

General Otis. 


"I went on ontpost yesterday morn-| 


ing," he writes, "and we had a pretty 
warm time all day and night and this] 
morning. Each company got orders toj 
have one sharpshooter on each outpost, 
and so I was appointed to act in that 
capacity while I was on dnty out there.'. 
I hunted aronnd all the forenoon before! 
I found where the insurgent sharp-! 
shooters were stationed, and then I be-j 
gan to blp.ze away. I found an old well.i 
and I conld just stand in the bottom,! 
and my head and shoulders would cornel 
above the rim. With 900 rounds of! 
smokeless cartridge I made it uncom-. 
fortable for them. The insurgents had 
all of our men located, but they couldn't 
see me. 


"Af*?r I got the range—it was 950 


yards—I commenced to watch for them, 
and every time I conld see one of 
v the 


black 'niggers' pull up to shoot at otirj 
men on the left I would drive loose at| 
him. The consequence was that theyj 
soon changed their positions. They kept, 
out of sight of the other mec, bnt ex- 
posed to me. I dropped 500 grains of1 
lead right among them. 
! 


"I had a close call the other day. I 


went to climb up in a tree that didn't 
have any leaves on to get a crack at, 
some 'nig--era,' and I had just got myi 
glasses fixed when they espied me. Biff! 
Bang! Two little Mauser bullets wenti 
•whistling past my head. I came down> 
—never stopped to argue the question. 
I crawled up in another tree that was 
full of leaves. I had jnst found the 
place where the fellows that had shot 
at me were located, when Company B'a 
ontpost let fly and scared them away. 


"I had just started my letter last 


night, when the first lieutenant gave me 
four men and told me to go and sleep 
under the trees on the river front about, 
60 yards from the palace. Squads sleep 
all around tbe grounds for fear the ua-i 
tives may attempt to assassinate Gen-j 
eral Otis, and we are always ready for. 
an emergency."—Special St. Louis'.

William *. Eddy's "daylight kite 


star" was seen the other day hy persona 
in Staten Island. It was descried by 
two bicylists on the Richmond road, 
who, seeing many kitea aloft, crossed 
by the Bergen Point ferry at Bayonne,

He said he had 
learned that army signaling by kite 
heliograph—exchanging messages be- 
tween two points invisible each from 
the other—is practicable r,s certain an- 
gles of the sun, because the flashing can 
bo made intermittent. By pulling a 
special string running npfrom the earth 
he conld render the flashes invisible ex- 
cept from his own point of view, throw- 
ing them straight down and to the 
earth. When the string is loosed, the 
mirror returns to its flashing angle. 


The star mirror is 30 by. 28 inches.

Lincoln, 
we learn from the files of the Repub- 
lican, was a man of little strength of 
will and incompetent to deal with tho 
great questions of the hour. He was 


J outwitted and outgeneraled at overy 
j point by Jeff Davis. He was surround- 


ed Ly small advisers, whose counsels 
lu» lollowecl. He was several times on 
the verge of wrecking the country and 
soiling tne flag. His sccrotaiy of war 
was the most incompetent man that 
ever stood on two legs. Tho govern- 
ment was being bled by army contrac- 
tors who should have been hanged. The 
true situation was kept from the pub- 
lie by a lubberly press censor. The ad- 
ministration of national affairs should 
be entrusted to safer hands, presuma- 
bly to the Springfield 
Republican." 


It has «ver been the policy of the Re- 
publican to vil!fy the administration 
in office. Grover Cleveland's adminis- 
tration, says the Union "was given 
less of this abuse than any other pres- 
ident, but his free-trade ideas and tho 
deficit he was able to produce in the 
national treasury approached so close- 
ly to the Republican's high ideals that

Only Regret She Has For the Crime Is For the 


Sake of Her SOB 


Stoughton. Mass., April 29 —Mrs. Mary , 


E. Ross, who jhut and killed her hus- j 
band, John !'. if'ss, at Sharon, yester- 
day, 
v.'.is hrought to the Stoughton 


lnrkui> i.y the Sharon police. In tne 
i ou.se of an interview she said that she 
man ;ed Iloas last August, and that her 
lile since then had been a continual 
quarrel; that he had always been very 
abusive, and she thinks that at times he 
had shown symptoms of insanity. They 
occupied the rear tenement of the Morse ' 
•block in Sharon, and had been notifle-d i 
to remove m a month, and the time ' 
would have expired yesterday. Mrs. 
Ross says that her husband was very 
angry at having to remove from the 
building, and made many threats. 
He 


went to Boston Thursday and returned 
with some liquor. She sa-ye he was very 
abusive to her, and grabbed her by the 
throat and threw her to the floor, drag- 
ging her in this manner from the house. 


When she attempted fo return he 


taunted her and she decided to go for an 
officer. She succeeded in gaining en- ' 
trance to the house to get her belong- 
ings, and, going: to a bureau drawer, she 
removed her money. Fearing that her 
husband would us* the revolver which 
was there she removed it also. She 
then attempted to get her hat, she says, 
when her husband grabbed her by the 
t!:r;rt -Z~-'~, ""£ attempted twice to 
strike her, but she evaded both his at- j 
tempts. 


She then drew the revolver and told 


him that she would hurt him if he did 
not let her alone. As he did not take 
any further notice of what she said she 
cocked the revolver and pointed it at 
him, ahe says, to frighten him. 
He im- 


meSiately attacked her, grabbing h«r by 
the throat, and in the scuffle which fol- 
lowed the revolver was discharged and 
in making a last attempt to strike at 
her, Rosa fell prostrate at her feet. She 
says she did not intend, to shoot him, and 
her only o*ject in pointing the weapon 
as she did was to frighten him and dis- 
courage any further attacks. 


She expresses no regret at her hus- 


band's death, "and she is calm and col- 
lected. She says she did not realize 
that she hacl woun-fled him badly until 
he had fallen and became unable to rise. 


She has a son by a farmer husband, 


and she says that It is only for his sake 
that she has any regret of the affair. 
She said her husband was somewhat 
under the influence of liquor, but not 
drunk, at the time.

General Business Situation Continues io Be of 


a Most Encouraging Character. 


New York, April 29.—Bradstreet's says: 


Favorable weather condtions find re- 
flection in reports of good retail distri- 
bution of spring and summer goods, and 
in fair fllllng-in orders from jobbers. 
Demand from first hands for general 
merchandise is, if anything, quieter, in 
keeping with the 
''between season" 


period, now at hand. Industrial activity 
continues specially marked, a pleasing 
feature this week being the practical 
absence of the unrest, particularly in the 
building trades, noted for many years 
past about May 1. 


While favoring retail distribution, 


the springlike weather conditions have 
been the reverse of stimulating as re- 
gards quotations of wheat and cotton. 
In these and in hog products the ten- 
dency of values has been toward a lower 
range. 
Winter wheat crop advices have 


continued irregularly unfavorable. 


Cotton has weakened ;r_ better reports 


as to planting progress, and the margin 
of profit on manufactured goods has, 
therefore, temporarily widened. 


New demand has been notably quiet 


Jn iron and steel this week.- Prives ex- 
hibit all their old strength, and here the 
margin of profit on finished products is 
undoubtedly very good. 


Wool, as a whole, is quiet and steady, 


but a relatively higher range of values 
abroad is indicated by continued good 
sales of Australian bonded wool to be 
re-exported. 


Copper is notably among the products 


advancing this week, aided therein by 
large consumptive demand, but chiefly 
by talk of the great consolidation of 
copper producing companies, announced 
towards the close of the week. 


A fair trade is doing in boots and r 


shoes, and the slight advances an- 
nounced earlier are well maintained. 
Leather Is firmly held, strength being 
imparted to this and finished products 
by the small stocks of hides available. 


Partially compensating for the fall- 


ing off in exports of natural products, 
particularly cereals, is the immense ex- 
pansion in exports of 
manufactured 


goods.

Results From Tornado's Visit 


In Missouri Towns. 


Kearly Fifty Were Killed In 


Kirksville Alone,. 


At least Fifteen Met the Same 


Fate at ffewtown. 


The Number of Injured at Both Places Will 


Reach Over a Hundred, 


Mrs. Sloane Is Now Mrs. Belmont.

Kirksville, Mo., April 29.—On the bor- 


der of the storm which swept over this 
city, the clouds were dull gray, but the 
core was inky black, its roar deafened 
everybody in its path for the mmute, and 
most of thcs>e who escaped unhurt report 
having been rendered unconscious for 
brief periods. 


The cyclone first took effect, as far aa 


known here, two miles soutli of Kirks- 
ville. 
It plowed a way through the 


Iowa and went on northeast for 15 miles. 
The fctorm zone in some places is swept 
as clear as a threshing floor. Along 
other parts a tangle of timbers, trees and 
bricks knee deep is seen, but the debris 
Is pulverized aa if it had gone through a 
stone crusher. 


As a result of the tornado, at least 1000 


persons are homeless and nearly 50 dead 
bodies and 70 injured persons have been 
recovered from the ruins. More than a 
dozen of the injured will die. 


Although rescuers have been searching 


the ruins ever since the storm spent its 
fury, many are still missing, an-d it Is 
thought that a considerable number o( 
the unfortunates were consumed ill the 
flames that broke out soon after the 
storm had ceased. The work of rescue 
continues, but it may be days before the 
total number of victims is known. 


When the tornado struck the city most 


of the residents were at supper. The 
tornado cut a clean path one mile long 
and 600 feet widf through the residence 
section, leaving death and destruction 
in its wake. Buildings were demolished 
or twisted apait and scattered to the 
winds 
A conservative estimate places 


the aggregate amount of damage at 
$200,000, th» individual losses ranging 
from $100 to $8000. 


The wind played many, pranks, and 


there were some miraculous escapes. J. 
C. Coonfield and his family were eating 
supper when the tornado struck their 
home. The house was picked up and 
carried across a slough and dumped 
against a hill. The building was not 
completely wrecked and the familv PS- 
caped with only a severe shaking up. 
Houses on both sides of the residence 
of W. M. Hull were blown into splinters^ 
but the wind merely twisted his house 
off its foundation, leaving it intact. The 
house was in the center of the district, 
and it was used as a hospital after the 
•torm. 


For a time the people in that portion 


of the town not touched by the storm 
were panic stricken, but as soon as they 
recovered their wits they went to the aid 
of their unfortunate townsmen. Calls 
for help were sent to surrounding towns 
and were quickly responded 
to. The 


wounded were carried to the homes of 
hospitable neighbors and given imrneflT- 
ate attention. Twenty-five doctors from 
Moberley, Macon and other pomta came 
to Kirksville In response to urgent calls 
for medical assistance. The visiting 
doctors co-operated with the !oca! phy- 
Slelans and the work of caring for the 
wounded was expedited. 


Hundreds of persons visited the strick- 


en district yesterday and a large num- 
ber of sightseers came from neighboring 
towns. The special officers would not 
allow anyone without authority to go 
through the ruined district. Kirksville 
streets have been hub-deep in mud ever 
•Ince the first spring shower, and the 
rain that followed the tornado has made 
them impassable for wagon*. This hin- 
ders the work of gathering the dead and 
makee the compilation of fjfeornplete list 
of victims Impossible for the time 'being. 
All business has been suspended, and 
the only store* open for business arc 
those dealing In drug*. 


The s"«nes fhat met the cue of the 


r«*cu«r» ware horrifying. An aged roan 
and hU wife had evidently been eating 
their evenln* meal when the cyclone 
•truck and carried their home away. 
They had clasped each other in their 
arm* and were found dead on th« f round 


had been. No trace of their hou»s has 
been seen. 


Several of the dead were found in spots 


which would have been the center of 
houses had the building not been blown 
to splinters. This was the case with 
Mrs. Pansehott, who suff &red a most ter- 
rible death. Her headless body with its 
arms clasping her lifeless baiby was dis- 
covered on the floor of the house which 
was left as a raised platform in an open 
field. The head is precisely sersvea as if 
it had been done with a knife, and was 
•bout 20 feet distant. 


Two children had been lying in a cot 


in one of the destroyed homes. 
The 


house was carried away, but the floor 
of the first story and the foundation was 
left, the wind lifting the house from the 
sills and tumbling it a long distance. 
The cot on which the little ones lay was 
lifted up with them on it and carried a 
block and a half and set down on the 
ground. Neither of the children was 
hurt. Trees are filled with be4 clothing 
and other household goods. 


Scenes of utter distress and desolation 


were pictured in the little tornado-swept 
burg of Newtown. A day of ceaseless 
search among the ruins and work for 
the injured and suffering followed the 
storm, and a night of gloom and despair. 
There are about 15 dead and over 30 in- 
jured, while half of the place is in ruins 
and 50 famHies are homeless. 


The storm struck Newtown at 6:15 in 


the evening. It came without warning, 
ind few were able to take advantage 
Df their storm cellars. 
Striking 
the 


eastern end of the town, it cut a clteian 
swath 500 to 600 feet wide through the 
beat portion of the place, sweeping 
everything before it. 
Over 30 houses 


were torn to splinters. 
On one street 


alone, a row of 30 houses was entirely 
demolished. 
Here scarcely anyone es- 


caped death or injury. 
The walls of 


buildings fell with a crash that soundet? 
above the roar of the storm, burying 
people in the ruins. 
Frame buildings 


were twisterf and lifted from their foun- 
dations; others were utterly demolished, 
pieces'of them being carried for miles. 
Others sr-fted in their positions, ap- 
parently unhurt; one was turned square- 
ly around, while another was turned up- 
side down. 


The storm lasted five minutes. 
When 


it had ended, the sun came out for a 
few minutes, and shone brightly over 3 
scene of ruin. 


Numbers of citizens plied the ruins 


incessantly, answering the cries of t^ie 
Injured from this place and that, carry- 
ing the dead to the depot and the wound- 
ed to places of safety. 


Houses of the survivors were thrown 


open to the unfortunate, and all possible 
was done to allay suffering. Chillicotha 
sent a sqijat of physicians, who ma- 
terially aided he Newtown rescuers. 


When morning broke, the search was 


begun with renewed activity, and has 
been kept up. 
Nightfall found 
the 


searchers still at work, with no knowl- 
edge of the actual number of dead, and 
wounded.

The operation took place al 
the family residence, and at its coV 
clusion it was found that the Healthy eye 
had been removed. On recovery from 
the effects of the anaesthetic the patient 
found himself blind.

'• SOMETHING ABOUT CURRY. 
i 
__ 


As the United States has extended Ita 


power eastward, there has been a gen- 
eral inquiry as to her new possessions, 
and particularly of the food suitable and 
tnost eaten in eastern 
climes-. It is 


hardly necessary to say that rice is one 
of the essentials, while curry powder is, 
perhaps, a close second. 


Curry powder has its origin In India, 


•nd enters into tho composition of al- 
most all dishes in that country. Even 
medical authorities, who frown upon its 
use to any extent in our northern coun- 
try, agree that its uso in a hot climatt 
as a spur to appetite is needed. 


A curry consists of meats, fish, eggs or 


vegetables stewed in a compound of 
eurry powder, butter, onions and other 
fruits or vegetables and served with 
rice. Almost any kinds of mectt can be 
used, although chicken is often a favor- 
ite. 


Tou win not desire to add curry to 


your daily bill of fare, but occasionally 
you will find it a favorite, and I add a 
couple of the simpler racipes that I know 
are worthy of a trial. 


CURRY OF EGGS. 


Slice two onions and fry them slow- 


Jyin two tablespoonfuls of butter; when 
light brown add one teaspoonful of curry 
powder, mis thoroughly. Stir in one pint 
of milk. Cover and simmer 15 minutes; 
wet one tablespoonful corn starch with a 
little cold milk and stir it in. Cook for 
five minutes, and add six hard-boiled 
•ggs cut in slices. Heat thoroughly, but 
do not boil, and serve with rice in separ- 
ate dish. 


MADRAS CURRY. 


Put three tablespoonfuJs butter into 


a frying pan. When hot, add two me- 
dium-sized onions cut in slices, and fry 
slowly until the onion ijp£-:r.» to brown; 
add a desertspoonful of curry powder 
and one teaspoonful of corn starch, and 
mix slowly.with the butter. Add one- 
quarter of a teaspoonful of salt and one 
and one-half cupfuls of rich soup stock. 
Cut one pound of beef into small pieces, 
put in the pan and simmer until the meat 
is tender—an hour or more—stirring 
often. Add the juice of one lemon, turn 
•ut and serve with a. border of boiled nee. 


Other meats than beef may be treated 


*s in the last recipe with good results. 
It is but fair to add that the success or 
failure of all curry dishes depends in a 
large measure on the curry powder. Get 
the best, and take no other, if you wish to 
secure palatable results. 


Here is another recipe, not of the curry 


order, but out of the usual beaten track, 
that I am sure you will approve if you 
give it a trial. It is known to cooks as 


STUFFED HAM. 


Take a small, well-cured ham of the 


fieet kind obtainable, and if possible, one 
at least a year old; wash, and boil slow- 
ly until done, then trim off the skin. 
Have ready a stuffing made of one tea- 
cupful of fine bread-crumbs, just mois- 
tened with milk, a few grains of allspice, 
•is cloves powdered fine, a pinch of cay- 
enne pepper, a teaspoonful each of 
thyme, savory, marjoram and celery 
•eed. one teaspoonful butter and one 
raw egg, mixed together. With a sharp 
knife make incisions all over the ham, 
and fill each place with the mixture. 
Then rub all over with the yolk of an 
*gg-,- beaten, and cover with cracker- 
crumbs. Set in the oven and bake slow- 
ly for one hour. This i? delicious, served 
cithtr hot or cold. 


LOUIS ROIE. 


| HALIBUT BAKED WITH PARMESAN 


In a large- frying pan place a two- 


pound steak of halibut; add two slices of 
nnion, a sprig of parsley, a stalk of cel- 
ery, a blade of mace and one-half of a 
teaspoonful of sa.lt. Cover with boiling 
water and simmer very slowly until the 
Hesh separates from the bone. Let stand 
in the pan until cold, then drain and 
break into good sized flakes. Into a 
saucepan put one tablespoonful of but- 
ter an} one of Hour, one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of white pepper. Stir over 
the fire until mixed, add one-half of a 
cupful of stock and one-half of a cupful 
of cream. Stir until smooth and thick, 
and simmer gently for five minutes. Re- 
piove from the fire and add the beaten, 
yolk of one egg. Boil sufficient potatoes 
to make one pint when mashed. Beat 
and s 'ason them as for serving and press 
them into a well-buttered border mold. 
Let stand in a. warm place for five min- 
utes, then turn out on a platter. In the 
center put alternate layers of the fish, 
salt and pepper, sauce, chopped parsley 
And one tablespoonful of the cheese, 
using-altogether one heaping tablespoon- 
|fu! of the parsley, and one tablespoonful 
of the cheese Have the last layer sauce. 
Sprinkle buttered bread crumbs over the 
top, 
brush the potato ring with a little 


beaten yolk of egg. and set in a very h«t 


j ove.. just long enough to brown. 


APPLE PIE WITH MARMALADE. 
Cover a pie plate with a rich crust, and 


spread a layer of peach, grape, or quince 
marmalade on thexrust: pare and core 
four small apples, and place them on the 
plate. One on each quarter section,- Lay 
a half-inch strip of paste across the mid- 
dle of the plate and another at right an- 
gles, letting the paste come between the 
apples. Put a rim of paste' around th^ 
edge, fill the core cavities with" sugar, 
and the spaces between with marmalade. 
Bake quickly and serve with cream. Or 
core and halve the apples, and put on 
more strips of paste, and when done 
cover with a meringue.

Into one-half a pound of butter rub 


one pound of flour; add half a cup of 
sugar and a quarter of a teaspoon!ul o* 
salt; moisten with cold water to a stiff 
paste. Turn on a floured board, roll out 
one-half inch in thickness, cut into 
square pieces and finish the edges with 
the fingers. W<"t the top of each with 
water and dust with sugar; sprinkle over 
each a few caraway seeds and bake on 
ungreased tins in a slow oven, dredging 
them a. second time with sugar, just be- 
fore taking them from the oven.

Thicken 
one cup of apricot juice with one tea- 
apoonful comstarch, mixed with half a 
cup of *ugar. Pour this carefully into th» 
«pace« between the fruit. Bake until tht 
fiaite If a delicate brown. 


GRAPE TAPIOCA. 


Soak three tablespootfftfts pearl tap- 


ioca in two cups of water over night. In 
the morning put in double-boiler, add 
pinch of salt, two tablespoonfuls sugar; 
cook until dissolved. Cut one-half pound 
Malaga grapes into quarters, carefully 
remove seeds, put (n glass dish a layer 
of grapes, pour over* a layer of tapioca, 
then grapes, etc. Set aside to get thor- 
oughly cold. Serve with whipped cream. 
Sweeten with powdered sugar. 


FIG CAKE. 


One and one-half cups sugar, one^half 


cup butter, one-half cup sweet milk, one 
and «ne-half cups flour, one teaspoonful 
baking powder, one-half cup corn starch, 
whites of six'eggs. Bake in two layiens 
and fill with fig filling. Chop one pound 
of figs, add one-half cup sugar and on« 
cup water, stew until soft and smooth.

LEMON PIE NO. 2. 


Mohten a heaping tablegpoonful of 


cornstarch wi'th a liitle cold water, then 
add a cupful of boiling water, stir over 
the fire until It boils and cook the corn- 
starch, say two or three minutes: add 
a teaspoonful of butter and a cupful of 
sugar; take off the fir« and when slightly 
cooled add an egg well beaten and the 
juice and rind (grated) of one lemon.

P. Lynch Garrett of Company E, Sec- 


ond Oregon, the first company of Amer- 
icans that marched into Manila in Au- 
gust, 1888, has written a letter to his 
brother, T. G. Garrett of Alabama, ref- 
erence and index clerk in the office of 
the secretary of the senate, iu which he 
gives boundless praise to the women 
nurses and to the skill of a western sur- 
geon in the hospital of Manila. Ynnng 
Garrett had to be operated on for ap- 
pendicitis, and for several months was 
between life and death. He haa almost 
fully recovered now and writes: 


"The advent of the female govern- 


ment nurses—not the Sed Cross—here 
has been a perfect godsend to the sick 
soldiers, for the change to the better 
management of the wards of this large 
boepital was almost instant and is be- 
coming daily better, for there was room 
for improvement." 


He was operated upon by Major Fitz- 


gerald, surgeon major of the Minnesota 
regimaut. ''The operation for appendi- I 
citis," he writes, "is dangerous in the ' 
United States, bnt here in the tropics it 
is a desperate one. Bat, owing to the 
skill of Dr. Fitzgerald, not a case has 
been lost." 


Garrett says the Filipinos are in- 


capable of self government, and declares 
that the administration policy toward 
them is perfectly right. The letter is 
dated March 12. At that time, he says, 
Agninaldo had been completely super- 
seded in command and influence by one 
of his'geiierals. The only thing that has 
held the insurgents together, according 
to Garrett, was Aguinaldo'e promise to 
capture Manila and turn the city over 
to them" to loot and burn and to murder 
all the Spanish and foreign residents.— 
Washington-Special 8t Louis Globe* 
Democrat.

A HARD FOU6HT CASE, 


Evidenoe in Clarksburg Shooting Case 


All In. Arguments Tuesday, 


All the evidence in the hard fought 


case against Marshall H. Gardner of 
Clarksburg for felonious assault and 
assault with a dangerous weapon was 
in when the district court adjourned 
late yesterday afternoon. An adjourn- 
ment was taken in the case to next 
Tuesday afternoon, when the argu- 
ments will be presented, and judg- 
ment rendered. 


A large number of witnesses were ex- 


amined, and every point was contested 
by Lawyer Mack for the prosecution 
and Lawyers Beer and Dowling for the 
defense. 


The prosecution relied mainly on the 


evidence of James Collins and Richard 
Foster, the men who accuse- Gardner 
of shooting them . The men testified 
that they went to the house where 
William Quackenbush 
and Gardner 


live to see the former about getting 
some clothes he had which belonged to 
Collins. It was about 1 o'clock in the 
morning, and they claim that Gardner 
appeared with a rev' "ver in his hand 
and fired without pr< • ocation. 


The defense 
introduced a 
large 


amount of testimony, some of the wit- 
nesses who proved to be for the defense 
having been summoned by the prose- 
cution. Mr. and Mrs. Quackenbush and 
their daughter all testified as to the 
way the shooting occurred, agreeing 
that there was no firing till after the 
two men had attacked Gardner and 
been expelled from the house. Then 
the testimony stated that a window in 
the door was broken in and threats 
were made. An attempt to show that 
the girl was involved In the affair did 
not amount to much. 


The testimony showed that the two 


men were considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time they visit- 
ed the house. A good deal of time was 
spent in showing the height of the 
steps outside the door in connection 
with the breaking of the glass, and the 
way in which the bullet entered Col- 
lins' neck, Dr. Nichols of Stamford 
having testified that it entered from 
above, -while Gardner is a shorter man 
than Collins. 


Other witnesses were Fred Burdett. 


Ernest Cook, William Fuller and Mr. 
Gardner himself, who took the stand to 
tell his version of the affair. 


The prosecution made an unexpected 


attempt to discredit Quackenbush's
